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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that "nowhere in Makoto is there 
any disclosure or suggestion of detecting a frequency deviation due to propagation by the optical guide means as claimed". In response: 
the teaching of Makoto is that it is possible to monitor the optical signal and the variation that the signal goes through in the optical signal. 
The primary reference to Shunpei teaches detecting the frequency variation caused by the movement of the mobile body (device). 
Therefore, the point of the combination of Shunpei and Makoto is monitor the signal as it propagate in the device and to compensate for all 
types of variations, which include both frequency and intensity. Further, it would have been obvious to compensate for the frequency 
variation since Shunpei is already concerned with the frequency variation caused by the movement of the device. Therefore, the 
combination teaches each and every claimed element, and the rejections are maintained. 
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
